Minto has tended to gratify the 
Indians or not, it certainly produced a consternation among the Anglo- 
Indians, who believe that the angry looks of the native-agitators have terrified 
the Government and that ao ga! it is now prepared to allow them a 
share in the work of the general administration of India. Having regard 
to this, the nglishman-bas' been advancing idle threats to Government, 
pointing out that it can do nothing against the opinion of its Anglo-Indian 
subjects, who will, of course, raise a great hue and cry should their existence 
be ignored and anything done to ‘their disadvantage. In fact, says the paper, 
unless the English are compelled to yield, they are naturally very unwilling 
to invest others with powers, The Indian people should therefore keep on 
moving in the course they have adopted, caring very little for the Anglshman's 
threat. Of course, the Indians’ attempt to secure power will be crowned with 
success, even if the Government be dilatory in investing them with it. The 
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natives have now been awakening to a sense of self-advancement, having been 
so long victims of unfair treatment at the hands of the English. The more 
they are being unjustly dealt with, the more zealous they are growing in the 
pursuit of their cause As a matter of fact, they have neither been highly 
pleased with the above pronouncements of Lord Minto nor at. all frightened at 
the threat of the Englishman. | 
85. Referring to the discontent lately stirred up amongst the sepoys of 
the Pathan Regiment, No. 4, stationed at Jhelum,

But ultimately they found 
out that wherever they gave one blow, a hundred counter-blows came back 
such as made the very foundations of Government's power quake. That is 
why a new means has now been found out—creating quarrel between Hindus 
and Musalmans. If we two fight between ourselves and die, it is to the advan- 
tage of the foreign merchants in every way. That is why preparations are 
on foot on all sides to stir up the Musalmans against the Hindus. That is why 
at the Jamalpur méla, the Hindu lads who had their heads broken with blood 
issuing from the wounds were arrested by the police as the culprits. The 
lawless Musalmans smashed into fragments the image of Basanti, nevertheless 
neither the Magistrate nor the Commissioner showed any disapprobation for it. 
The dead body of a Hindu killed as the result of beating was found floating 
on the Brahmaputra, but the police made no efforts to trace the murder home. 
The corpse was allowed to sink into the water, and on the other hand, a number 
of Hindu leaders and lads were arrested by the police on the charge of forming 
an unlawful assembly. 

Thus it is that we see clouds portending danger thickening on all sides, 
With the encouragement derived from the powerful authority of the State, the 
misled Musalmans are roaring like hungry demons. It looks as if our national 
life would be extinguished before this like a bubble. The sacred temple of 
the Hindus stands desecrated and the image of their god demolished. Lads 
who are almost infants lie with blood-stained bodies in the public streets and 
the wails of the innocent reaching out of the stone walls of the prison curse 
the oppressor. And listen, again, to the cry.of the Hindu females in the 
Dayamayt’s temple rending the skies, and see them seeking refuge in the 
ponds. It is going on, it seems as if the honour of Hindu females is about 
to be lost. The sky all over Eastern Bengal is being rent with the wails of 
Bengali females. ‘he Government remains deaf; that is why the gods’ drum 
has sounded and the Mother, showing herself in her warlike guise, is saying, 
‘¢ Prepare, anybody who wishes to lay down his life for the protection of the 
honour of the females of India. ‘The soil of Bengal, green with crops, has 
become thirsty for a drink of human blood. Be prepared then.” , 

87. The Samay [Calcutta] of the 3rd May says that in Eastern Bengal 
Musalman gundas are working simply as instru- - 
ments in the hands of the- officials, The latter are 
inciting them against the Hindus, whilst Hindus for trying only to defend 
themselves are being disarmed and sent to jail.
